N avigating a sternwheclor up an unmarked river a t night, 
by the light of a tremendous forest fire, wan the feat accomplished

Fort Snelling, and St. Louis, the fur trade metropolis of the west. 
Once the intrepid crew of the Virginia had proved the navigation 
of the Upper Mississippi to be practicable for Isiats propelted by 
steam, the day of the keel boat forced slowly up stream by the 
laborious toil of the voyageurs, would soon pass. 
William J. Petersen of the University of Iowa, who has made 
an exhaustive study of the development of steamboat traffic on 
western rivers, has collected some extremely interesting material 
dealing with this first voyage of the Virginia, Minnesota’s pioneer 
steamboat. This information he will present in the form of a pa­ 
per, entitled "The Virginia, the Clermont of the Upper Mississippi 
River" before members and friends of the Minnesota Historical 
Society assembled on the site of old Fort Ripley on the afternoon 
of Wednesday, June 13. 
This gathering has been made the first session of the Seventh 
Annual "Historic Tour" and Summer Convention of the Minnesota 
Historical Society, which is scheduled for June 13 and 14. 
A mo­ 
tor caravan will leave the Historical Building, St. Paul, at 8:30 
a. rn. Wednesday, June 13, aijd it is scheduled to reach Fort Rip­ 
ley about 1:30 p. rn. 
After the conclusion of the program ai Fort Ripley the tour­ 
ists will continue on to Brainerd, the convention city, and an even­ 
ing session will be held there in the Opera House, with Professor 
William Anderson of the University of Minnesota as the speaker. 
On the second day of tin* two day historical outing, after en­ 
joying the Indian program which has been arranged for the morn­ 
ing at Vineland on Mille Lacs, the tourists will continue on up to 
Crosby on the Cuyuna Range. 
At the afternoon session in this 
city in the heart of Minnesota, Miss Mary E. Wheelhouse, Edi­ 
torial Assistant on the staff of the Minnesota Historical Society 
will tell something of the wealth of history to Im* gleaned from un­ 
published source material such as private diaries, journals, letters, 
and account hocks of the public men and private citizens who have 
helped to make the State the great comm onwealth which it is.

Yet human life is being needlessly menaced just now by poorly 
focused headlights. 
Lights on cars that have been driven all w in ­ 
ter are in many instances out of focus. 
Often, w ithout the driver 
know ing it, they have become so focused that they cast a glare. 
N o one has told him about it and they can’t see w hen tliev are 
driving whether this is true or not. 
So they go oil jeopardizing 
the lives of those who are driving tow ard them at night. 
It is a 
sim ple m atter to put your headlights in focus; it takes but a few 
m om ents to have it done. 
And those few m om ents may save not 
only somebody else’s life, but the life of the one careless enough to 
neglect such an inspection.

Sterilize All Utensils 
to Keep the Milk Pure 
The thorough sterilization of all 
utensils In order to keep milk pure Is 
pointed oat bv VV. hi Krauts of the 
dido experiment station In a recent 
newspaper bulletin. 
Although only a 
relatively small number of bacteria 
are present in milk as It comes from 
the cow, it Is ut once c\|H<s<*d tof a 
number of sources of bacteria, tin* ex­ 
tent of which depends largely on the 
care iii handling and on tin* utensils 
used. 
In the pnst, hot water, steam aud 
sometimes just sunshine have been 
relied upon to sterilize equipment. 
Bt en in Is very effective‘when properly 
used, hut many dairies are without a 
supply. 
Scalding hot water Is effec­ 
tive us a sterilizer, but it must tx* 
scalding hot. 
Bevent efforts to develop chemical 
sterilizers have been successful and 
there are now ti number of good chem­ 
icals on the market. 
Among the chemical sterilizers, the 
chlorine group stand out as suitable. 
These are nonpoisonous and do not 
leave an odor. 
All chlorine sterilizers 
contain a certain amount of loosely 
combined chlorine. 
It In (Ids avail­ 
able chlorine that destroys the bac­ 
teria* the effectiveness of the steriliz­ 
er depending on the amount of avail­ 
able chlorine present. 
Since chlorine st utilizers are un 
stable they are supplied by manufac­ 
turers in concentrated form. They are 
diluted with water for rinsing, (Up­ 
ping or spraying utensils, alter they 
arc cleaned.

Although only a 
relatively small 
n u m b er of bacteria 
are present in milk as It comes from 
Hie cow, it is at once exposed to! a 
num ber of sources of bacterin, Hu* ex­ 
tent of which d e pends largely on ’the 
care in handling an d on Hie utensils 
used. 
in the past, hot w a te r 
sometimes just 
su nshin e 
relied 
upon 
to sterilize 
Steam is very eff ective'when properly 
used, hut many dairies a re without a 
supply. 
Scalding hot w a te r is effec­ 
tive as a sterilizer, but it must be 
scalding hot. 
Recent efforts to develop chemical 
sterilizers have been successful and 
there are now a n u m b e r of good chem ­ 
icals on the market. 
Among the chemical sterilizers, flu* 
chlorine group sta n d out us suitable. 
These are nonpoisonous and do not 
leave an odor. 
All chlorine sterilizers 
contain a ce rtain a m ount of loosely 
combined chlorine. 
It is this av ail­ 
able chlorine that destroy s the bac­ 
terin, the effectiveness of the steriliz­ 
er depending oil th e a m ount of a v ail­ 
able chlorine present. 
Since chlorine 
sterilizers are 
un 
stable they a re supplied by mainline- 
t i l l e r s in co ncen trated form. They are 
diluted with w a te r for rinsing, dip­ 
ping or spr aying utensils, after they 
an* cleaned.
